The Japanese renewed that attack at 
midnight, the main hoify operating 
against the Russian center, while de- 
tachments were sent to watch tho re- 
spective flanks.

This Morning Does Not End Trouble 


NO COMPROMISE CAN BE 
MADE 


Bach Side Stands Firmly For Their Rights—General

At Noon 


The big strike Is on now. The con- 


ference of packers and strike leaders 
failed absolutely to roach an agree- 
ment, and parted without 
; making 


any arrangements for further peace 
proposals. The packers 
said 
they 


would adhere to the oUl .peace agree- 
ment and take men back within forty- 
five days, but "would make no other 
arrangement. The packers are prepar- 
ing a statement for publication. The 
strike loaders called a meet Ing 
to 


plan an enlargement of the strike 
by calling out all affiliated trades. 


Strike IB Renewed. 


Tho strike began In the Chicago 


yards When the men reported back to_ 
work Friday morning. 
Two hours* 


later It hud extended, by the order o£ 
President Donnelly of the union, to 
all the plants controlled • by the big 
companies. 
• - 


When the 8,500 me'n and women, 


who expected to be put at the tasks 
they la ft In the earlier walkout, gath- 
ered about the establishments they 
learned that few of them were want- 
ed at once. 
The superintendents 


looked over the waiting lines and 
pointed to KOIHC, who were Immedi- 
ately escorted Into; the buildings. 
Murmurs of protest arose from tho 
.workers. 
They demanded that they 


be selected as they came, without dis- 
crimination, as that was the Interpre- 
tation put on the peace agreement. 


Butchers Refuse Work. 


The cattle and sheep butchers had 


voted, at tho close of tho tlrst strike, 
that If they were not reinstated in a 
body none of them would go to work. 
As soon;—therefore,' as tho foreman 
at the lArrnpur plant appeared to bo 
choosing from the men before him 
and only taking a few, the stewards 
were 'Instructed to Investigate. They 
were told tho foremen were acting 
according to the agreement, and the 
men walked out. 


All through tho yards tho appli- 


cants for work'found they wora not 
wanted. Not 5 per cent of those who 
reported, the police estimated, were 
engaged. 
The stream of workers 


turned backward and marchc I an- 
grily from tho places where they had 
believed they were to bo reinstated. 


President Donnelly did not roach 


his ofllce until 7:.10 o'clock. lie bad 
thought, tho night before, that the 
trouble was over, and ho allowed him- 
self time to sleep and rest. 


Claim Discrimination. 


Reports of the Incidents of the pi«> 


Tlcus half hour began to couie^to 
him at once. Tho men declared they 
had. been discriminated against and 
that, the companies wore violating 
the agreement. When the action of
